NEW YOBK April 7.—E. O. Dun & Co.'s 


•weekly review of trade says: 


Evidence accumulates of shrinkage of buai- 


ness during tbe past month, and It Is still un- 
certain whether it is not the beginning of a re- 
action, About half the Western and Southern 
centers report some improvement in business 
tor the past week, but as many report dull- 
ness, with collections somewhat slow. East- 
ern trade is not up to expectations Of the 
great transporting companies, by water or 
rail, those 10 New England report larger traffic 
than those of last year, when the movement 
was Increased by the coming enforcement of 
the Inter-State act. Those to the South report 
traffic not only as large as that of last year, but 
excolent, with hopeful outlook. 
The great 


trunk lines from New York shipped westward 
92,454 tons in March, against 130,144 last year, 
and east-bound shipments from Chicago for 
two weeks have been 104,920 tons, against 15V 
700 last year. The railroad earnings begin to 
show more losses than gains, on the whole, the 
net loss for roads reporting thus tar being about 
0 per cent, for March The shrinkage In ex- 
changes in March, outside of New York, was 
also about 9 per cent. 
These evidences of past shrinkage are partly 


attributable to the great storm, and partly to 
Western strikes, which seem no longer likely 
to cause serious disturbance. But a larger and 
more lasting cause is the prevailing uncertain- 
ty as to tho future. Monetary anxiety is ton 
great extent relieved. April payments caused 
no panic. Money markets are rather close at 
a few points, but nowhere seriously embar- 
rassed. Foreign exchange is lower, with no 
sign ot demand for money from abroad. Though 
the Bond-Purchase bill,us it passed the Senate, 
may not be approved, Jt assures the President 
of ample power, and purchases will therefore 
be made in case of necessity, but the decline in 
merchandise exports for the past four weeks 
has been 20'/i per cent., against an Increase ol 
3.6 per cent, in imports. 


Of flour and wheat, exports for five weeks 


have been a shade less than half those of last 
year, of corn only 4a per cent., and of cotton

The new cuurcli, us it now stands, is an edifice 


occupying a Iroutase on North Water street of 
75 teefc, and on East Nortli street of 125 feet. 
The auditorium entrances are on the Water 
street side, and the auditorium is a room nearly 
70x80 feet in dimensions. The lecture or Snnday 
school rooms are east of the auditorium, with 
entrances from North street; this room Is 38x70 
feet, with lobbies between and connecting with 
the auditorium. The portion of the building 
now to be used as the Sunday school room was 
built iome years ago.antt the present auditorium 
is entirely uew and just completed, and was 
planned and arranged to obtain as complete a 
connection with the former chapel as possible 
without destroying the architectural effect ol tlic 
whole or of causing the building to appear as if 
having been constructed at widely different 
periods, without due attention to harmonizing 
the new with the old. 


The exterior ot the eililico is in modernized 


Gothic. At the northwest corner stands a tower 
100 feet in height; at the southwest corner is a 
lower tower. In these two towers are located 
the main entrances from Water street to the 
auditorium, and also contain the vestibules. 


The general form of the exterior of the main 


building and also of the interior is about what 
in churches of the middle ages would be a nave, 
extending east and west, with north and south 
transcepts, forming three imposing gables, on 
the south, west and north, with large rose win- 
dows in each, as well as a number of smaller 
windows, all set with Cathedral glass of latest 
designs and colors.

water tables, sills, belts, buttress caps, steps and 
buttresses of Bedford stone, and are further 
effectively ornamented with brick laid in a mor- 
tar of dilferent colors, and with red terra cotta 
panels and belt courses in the towers. 


The roofs are covered with slate, all of the 


ov.iamental work ot, tlie main tower from tho 
square of the tower to where the slating com- 
mences, being of galvanized iron. 


On entering the auditorium through the vesti- 


bules, the observer will perceive that the room 
Is crucifrom in shape, the ceilings meeting at 
the Intersection, 45 feet high, from whence de- 
pends the centra! chandelier. At the east is a 
'ariio arched recess, 30 feet in breadth and 35 feet 
high; In this recess is placed the choir gallery 
and organ, and underneath the choii- gallery are 
located dressing rooms for candidates fop bap- 
tism. In front is the pulpit platform, 10x10 feet, 
and partly under this platform and under a por- 
tion of the choir gallery, is located the Baptistry, 
provided with sliding dooi's, hot and cold water, 
and everything necessary for the comfort of 
candidates—the candidates being out of view of 
tlie audience except during the ceremony. Be- 
tween the vestibules at the entrances is a large 
sloping gallery, the approach to which is by a 
handsome oak stairway In the south tower. At 
the four angles formed by the intersecting ceil- 
ings arc four iron columns, finished in silver and 
gold bronze. The iloor of'the auditorium is 
sloped from the entrances to the pulpit plat- 
form sufficiently to permit of every person in the 
room being able to see the officiating clergyman 
and hear what may be said. On this floor and 
in the gallery all the seats are opera chairs; 
these chairs have all the modern Improvements 
—places for hymn book, overcoat, hat and um- 
brella—arranged on the main floor in concen- 
tric circular lines, all radiating from the pulpit. 
The entire church Is carpeted with durable In- 
grain carpet, tlie pulpit platform and aisles with 
body Brussels. 


The ceilings above are constructed of Alabama 


pine, with ornamental trusses and molded ribs, 
dividing the ceiling into panels in a very taste- 
ful manner, and all llnislied In the natural color 
ot the wood. 


The walls around the entire interior are waiu- 


scotted with Alabama pine to the?1ielght of the 
window sills; the front of the galleries is 
cherry; all the doors and other woodwork are 
varnished, showing the wood of Its natural color. 
The remainder of ihe walls and ceilings are 
plastered and beautifully frescoed In neat, 
effective patterns. 


The church is heated throughout with steam. 


Under the lecture room is a hlgh.airy basement, 
lu which are located the boiler and hot water 
tank for the Baptistry, witli ample room for 
fuel, &c. The heating apparatus has proved to 
be quite successful, having been used during 
construction, and no difficulty was experienced 
to haat the building during the coldest weather. 


Tho general plan of the building and its ar- 


rangemcat was the loiiit work of the Eev. Dr. 
VQsburgh and M. &. Patterson. When the 
principal features had been determined, M. G. 
Patterson obtained the assistance of George H. 
Miller, architect, of Bloomington, who perfected 
the designs in a very happy manner. Tlie con- 
struction throughout was superintended by Mr. 
Patterson. The brickwork was performed by 
Kandall, Troutman & Co. The carpenter work 
by Bobb & Lyon. The roollng by Stanton & 
Hughes. Millwork and finishing by Lyon, Uip- 
son&Co. The painting by Blank* Grass. The 
steam fitting by Field & Wilson. Baptistry 
plumbing, Mueller & Sons. Fresco work by A. 
Peters & Son, of Peoria. The stone work by W. 
H. Grlndol. The carpets were furnished by 
Linn & Scruggs. 


THE WOP.KEBS, 


The committee on plans and specifications was 


composed of Henry Smith, B. S. Bohon, F. L. 
Hays, Geo. C. Kinsman and Geo. D. Kandolph. 
These gentlemen presented the plans for the 
present building wbich were adopted. The pas- 
tor then appointed the following building com- 
mittee: Henry Smith, I. A. Buckingham, Geo. 
D. Randolph, W. J. \VayneandW.C.Dimock. 
These gentlemen have devoted some portion of- 
almost every week day fer eight months to this 
work. They have been a careful, pains-taking 
and efficient committee. As is always the case 
In such matters, the ladies have wrought nobly. 
They have been a strong factor in Che work. The 
Guild, the Aid Society and the Sunday school 
have each contributed their portion in money 
and in labor. The pastor hag had the entire 
charge of the financial part of the movement. 
He solicited personally all of the subscriptions 
and collected the same. TUis matter has been 
attended to in the most thorough, business-like 
manner, and has taken months of patient labor. 
Of the thousands of dollars subscribed all has 
been paid but about ?ooo, and nearly all of this 
amount is good. The shrinkage on the entire 
subscription win not be more than one per cent. 
This is a remarkable showing, and is a high 
compliment to the church. This happy result is 
largely due tp the careful manner In which the 
subscriptions were taken, and the persistency 
with which tJie collections have been pushed. 


HJSTOBV OF THE CBUKCH. 


The Fir'jt Baptist church ol this city was or- 


ganized on tbe Mtli of September, 1S43, in the 
house ol Captain D. L Allen, now owned and 
occupied by J.C. Lake, on Water street It wag 
organized by Her. H. W. Dodge, and comprised 


e following membersfolp: D. L Allen and wife,/ 


Allen. 


The first church building was erected oh the 


corner oJ Water and William streets in 1857, and 
was dedicated on the 27th of December of that 
year. The church worshipped In this building 
lor about sixteen years, until 1W3, when-this 
property was disposed of and the lot on the cor- 
ner of Water and North streets, through to 
Slate street, was purchased, and on tbe rear 
of this lot, at the corner of North and State 
streets, the chapel in which this church has since 
worshipped was built, being dedicated April 4th, 
1874—Just fourteen years ago. The cornerstone 
of the present elegant and spacious edifice was 
laid by the present pastor last autumn, and the 
church is to be dedicated April 8th, 1888. 


The various pastors in succession since the 


organization of the church have been as follows; 
H. W. Dodgo, Moses Lemon, B. Carpenter, 0. H. 
Gates, A. Alvord, J. N. Tolman, B. F. Thomas, 
S. G. Miner, F. H. Ellis, F. G. Thearle, S. F. 
Holt, J. C. Bonham, W. G-. Inman,W.H.Batson, 
Mr. Laws, C. B. Roberts and Geo. B. Vosburgh— 
seventeen in all. 


The present officers of the church are as fol- 


lows: Pastor, Eov. Dr. Vosburgh; deacons,Geo. 
Wood, Thomas Hays, D. P. Elwood, ,T. M. Wis- 
well, J. M. Bower and J. E. Saxton; trustees, 
Edwin Park, Geo. D. Randolph, W. C. Diraock; 
treasurer, Henry Smith; clerk, Clias. L. Hovey; 
superintendent of the Sunday school, Prof. E. A. 
Cast num. 


The present pastor was called on June 3d, 1884, 


and began his ministry in July following. A 
careful examination of tbe church books made 
shortly after the present pastorate began dis- 
closed tlie fact that the church had about ICO 
members at that time. Although there have 
been a good many deaths and removals, the 
church now numbers about 360 members. The 
great majority of tho additions have been by 
baptism. The growth of the church has been 
solid and steady and alon,; all lines of Christian 
activity. Few churches are better organized. 
The Sunday school under Prof. Gastman is a 
growing power, while the Christian Endeavor 
Society, presided over by Jas. H. Martin, is in a 
thriving conditlOi. 


BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Rev. George B. Vosburgh, Ph. D., the pastor 


of the church, was born lu Stockport, Columbia 
comity, N. Y., and graduated from the State 
Normal School at Albany, N. Y. Afterward he 
graduated from the Madison University and 
Hamilton Theological Seminary at Hamilton, N. 
Y., iu 1874. Subsequently he took a post gradu- 
ate course of study in philosophy and the Chris- 
tian evidences, receiving the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy (Ph. D.) in examination from tlie 
University of Chicago in June, 1884. Immedi- 
ately thereafter Dr. Vosburgh sailed for Europe, 
where he spent the sunimet. His former pasto- 
rates have been Cooperstown, N. Y., where he 
was ordained; Jersey City, N. J.,' and Chicago, 
111. As a student Dr. Vosburgh is careful and 
diligent. He has read widely, and Is one of the 
best informed ministers a! the city, keeping pace 
with the progress of the age. His sermons are 
thoroughly prepared, but as our readers well 
know he uses no notes In delivering them, 
speaking from an open platform without a desk. 
During a pastorate of nearly live years, his 
church has been frequently filled to the doors at 
morning and evening services, especially at 
night when quite often people who came late 
were unable to nnd seats, being turned away for 
want of room.

The people began to assemble in the 


court roota last night aj^irtly after 7 
o'clock. 
The opera house orchestra came 


in at 8 o'clock and played aelectioas until 
8:80 when Geo. R. Steele rapped for or- 
der and nominated Mayor Kanau for chair- 
man. 
He was elected. He remarked 


that he was grateful for the honor con- 
ferred; that he would make a speech if he 
could, but couldn't. Geo. R. Steele was 
then elected secretary and John A. Barnes, 
assistant. State Auditor Swigert and 
Capt. C. Reibsame were invited to take 
scats beside the chairman and they went 
forward. The minutes of the anniversary 
meeting held last year were read by the 
secretary. He also read the minutes of 
the meeting at which the original post 
was organized, and the names of the mem- 
bers who were mustered in as members 
of the post during the ycnr 1806.

THE SPEECHES. 


After music by the orchestra, Auditor 


Swigert was called on for a speech, and 
he talked for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
He is B one armed veteran. He assured 
the assemblage that he was not a speaker 
in any sense of the word. He had come 
to Deeatur yesterday not knowing that 
such a meeting-was to be held, but that, 
having received an invitation to attend it, 
he gladly accepted. It was an opportun- 
ity which he could not afiord.to neglect, 
because it was not often that comrades of 
the G. A. R. could meet with the 
founders of the order. 
Referring to the 


organization of Decatur Post No. 1, he 
said that its founders, perhaps, little 
thought that the order would ever grow 
to its grand proportions. 
What then was 


a little band of twelve membeia was now 
an order which had 80,000 members in 
Illinois and 400,000 in the union. He 
esteemed it an honor to belong to it. 
It 


was founded on the eternal principles of 
fraternity, loyalty and charity, and its 
members were bound together by ties 
sanctified by sacrifices aua sufferings 
made aiid endured in the cause of hummi 
liberty. The order when it was first or- 
ganized was without definite ideas or 
purposes, and it made little progress, but 
its reorganization was effected on its 
present basis. Its purposes were made 
benevolent, -the good it might accomp- 
lish was realized, the heroes of the war 
gave it character and dignity, and it grew 
apace. The soldier never realized how 
honorable were his services until the 
order was established. There is no school 
BO good as this for learning the lessons of 
patriotism. 
The speaker referred to the 


Sons of Veterans and Women's Relief 
Corps, in eulogistic terms and expressed 
the hope that they might increase their 
field of usefulness. 


Capt. It P. Lytle was called on for a 


few remarks. The captain is modest, 
and he made his way to the front blush- 
ing like a school girl. But once started, 
he talked like a veteran. ' 'None of you 
ever heard me make a speech and you 
never will, but having been called out I 
thought I should take the stand in order 
to let you see the senior vice-commander 
of the Illinois Department of the Grand 
Army." Ho then referred to his election 
to that position and the causes which led 
to his candidacy, Closing he 
said, 


'•When the order was first organized pol- 
itics got into it, and its members couldn't 
stand together. Then it was reorganized, 
and given definite aims and purposes. 
Now politics is tabooed. We are a band 
of brothers. 
The order is a benevolent 


association, and it is our endeavor to as- 
sist the needy soldiers, their widows and 
orphans, and to keep green the memory 
of those who suffered and died in defense 
of their country." 


After music by the orchestra, some one 


called for Geo. S. Durfee. He arose and 
remarked that he couldn't make a speech, 
but that he could let fair grounds. This 
sally was greeted with some broad smiles 
and feeble attempts at applause. 


At this juncture Gen. Pavey -was intro- 


duced as the speaker of the evening. He 
began as follows: "I find it difficult to 
.entertain an audience unless I have taken 
some-time for preparation. The best im- 
promptu speech, whatever may be said to 
the contrary, is one which has been in 
some measure prepared. Again I may not 
be able to interest you to-night because I 
hare but just entered the hall, and not 
knowing what has been said, I may repeat 
the remarks of others: Another matter 
which I desire to call your attention to is 
that it is .a difficult matter for me to make 
a political speech, in the forenoon and 
make a. speech on an occasion like this in 
the evening and make it free .from poli- 
tics.

They 
don't like to have us say that there arc 
29,000 men in Illinois who helped throttle 
secessionists and slavery and treason, f 
am proud that I am a member of the or- 
der. -We are proud of our membership. 
We point with pride to Lincoln, Gram, 
Douglass and others. I remember when 
the post wus organized in my town (Yan- 
dalia)'. It wasn't popular there then. It 
wasn't .healthy to-talk about the war. 
Now it is popular and we have 173 mem- 
bers." Here the speaker eulogized Lo- 
gan, the Sons of Veterans uud the Wo- 
men's Relief Corps. 
Following this he 


roused the ex-soldiers to enthusiasm by 
telling of army life, of the privations en- 
dured, the dangers braved, the sacrifices 
und sufferings, of the sensations of the 
raw recruit 'in his first battle, itiul of 
amusing incidents ou the field, in tlu: 
camp and on the march. 
Continuing he 


said: "I am not overstating- it when 1 suy 
that I am more ut home in a meeting of 
this kind than in a Methodist class meet- 
Ing, 
and there I am pretty well fixed. 


People will never appreciate the. services 
of the union soldiers. They cannot pay 
the boys in blue enough either in monvy, 
position or honors. They owe :i debt 
which cannot be canceled. What is all 
this talk about our big surplus ? If I 
were president there would be no surplus. 
I should get rid of it within a very few 
months.
